ISTANBUL, Oct. 10.—A flaming

The narrow streets of New York's 
Chinatown were packed tight with 
onlookers yesterday as a parade 
symbolizing China’s unity and lib- 
eration marched in commemoration 
of the 30th Anniversary. of the 
Chinese Republic, founded October 
10, 1911. by Dr. Sun Yat Sen. 


Sponsored by the China Relief 


; Association, the parade dramatized 


the dissolution of factions among 
the Chinese people among whom old 
feuds have been forgotten in the 
united effort to defeat Hitler’s Jap- 
anese partner. 

The “Lion Dance,” an important 
part of the parade, which symbol- 
izes China’s awakening, was enacted 
jointly by members of the On Leong 
Association, the Cak China Family 
Association, and the Hawk-Sun Re- 
gional Association. All of these or- 
ganizations were formerly engaged 
in bitter factional struggles. 

The parade, in which some 500 
picked people took part, marched 
along Mott Street between Pell and 
Canal. Hanging from the buildings 
all through. Chinatown and carried 
by the marching Chinese were the 
flags of the American and Chinese 
Republics. A tremendous Chinese 
Republic flag, carried. by members 
of the Women's New Life Associa- 


tion, which is headed by Madame. 


Chiang Kai-shek, caught the con- 
tributions which rained down from 
windows high above the street and 
were tossed into the flag by people 
standing on the sidelines. 

Madame Sun Yat-sen, widow of 
the great founder of the Chinese 
Republic, in a message to “friends 
in America, Great Britain and the 
Soviet Union,” yesterday empha~ 
sized the need of world unity in 
the face of fascist aggression, de- 
claring: 

“I am very glad to know that at 
last, in a period of world crisis, we 
have found a real common basis 
for full cooperation in active re- 
sistance to the world threat of fas- 
cist domination.” 

Indicative of the new China which 
has risen on the might of the peo- 
ple's resistance to the invader was 
the modern dress and air of the 
young Chinese people in yesterday's 
parade. In contrast to their elders, 
many of whom were dressed in the 
traditional Chinese robes, the 
youngsters wore the easy, modern 
western dress but proudly displayed 
the flag of the Chinese Republic 
on their sweater fronts.

BERLIN, Oct. 10 (UP).—Twenty-five Czechs, includ- 


were executed in Bohemia- 


Moravia today and reports from Serbia told of a pitched 
battle in which 12 anti-Nazis were killed. 


(The Berlin radio heard by the United Press listening 
post in New York said that a Bul- 


garian tribunal at Varna had sen- 
‘tenced to death two persons for 
espionage and sabotage. A woman 
was sentenced to life imprisonment 
and three other persons given 15- 
year terms. 

(Vichy reports said a freight train 
bad been derailed near Paris in the 
first act of railroad sabotage in oc- 
cupied France in recent weeks. An- 
other Frenchman was said to have 
been executed for illegal possession 
of firearms.) 

The executions were carried out 
only a few hours after summary 
courts at Prague and Bruenn had 
convicted the men of “economic 
sabotage” and illegal possession of 
firearms. 

Those shot were identified as Ot- 
tokar Frankenberger, a department 
chief in the Agriculture Ministry at 
Prague; Alois Valecek, a farmer, 
and Ferdinand Valecek, a police- 
man. The others were hanged. 

An official DNB agency dispatch 
from Belgrade said that besides 
those killed, 2 were captured, but 
gaze no details of the reported bat- 
tle. It was assumed that eithér po- 
lice or troops had opposed the in- 
surgents. . 

(The Soviet communique, as 
broadcast by the Moscow radio, re- 
ported that fierce fighting had de- 
veloped in Serbia along the railway 
line passing through Valjevo, Sabac 
and Obrinovo. Guerrillas were said 
to have captured several hundred 
German troops and seized a large 
amount of ammunition in one 
town.)

‘Moscow, Oct. 10.—Goebbels’ claims to having en- 
circled the Soviet armies on the Central Front were ex- 
ploded today in an article in Red Star, Red Army organ, 
which declared that wherever Red Army units have re- 
treated in the face of superior forces they have done so in 


an organized fashion at the orders 
of the High Command. 

Red Star, however, made no at- 
tempt to minimize the gravity of 
the situation at the front, pointing 
out that the peril was greatest in

The report reveals the 
enormous price being paid by the 
Nazis for their advances and the 
elastic, defense in depth chararter 
of the Red Army resistance, partic- 
ularly in the Orel séctor, where the 
Nazis were stopped by forces in- 
ferior in manpower and equipment.

PAY TERRIBLE PRICE 


“The Nazi troops have advanced 
im the Vyazma and Bryansk direc- 
tions. Hitler’s hordes have also suc- 
ceeded in pressing our units in the 
Melitopol direction and advancing 
towards the Sea of Azov. After the 
third day of their offensive, the 
German fascist High Oommand, 
through Goebbels’ liars, made haste 
to announce that the Soviet armies 
wefe surrounded and that now all 
roads were open to the Germans. 


“But thousands of fresh German 
graves, hundreds of trains carrying 
the wounded back to Germany, are 
the best refutation of this lie. The 
Soviet troops, with nearly four 
months experience of war against 
thé Germans, are fighting courage- 
ously and steadfastly. They cannot 
be intimidated by shouts of ‘encir- 
clement.’ 

“Putting up a stout defense, they 
launch constant counter attacks 
which cause the enemy heavy losses 
in men and material and when they 
do retire under the pressure of su- 
perior numbers, they do so in an 
organized manner at the orders of 
the High Command, maintaining 
their equipment and the direction 
of operations, 

“They take up new positions and 
continue repelling the enemy on- 
slaught, 

VITAL CENTERS MENACED 
“The situation is an extremely 
grave one and particularly fenac- 
ing for the vital industrial centers 
in the western direction of the front 
and the Azov district. 

“The fascist beast can be curbed 
only by the streams of his own 
blood. Everywhere, on all sectors of 
the front, at every step, the in- 
vaders must be destroyed, their 
manpower annihilated and their 
equipment wrecked with even 
greater vigor and stubbornness, 

“The failure of this new fascist 
offensive will play a tremendous 
part in the development of the 
whole war. To repel the enemy on- 
slaught now means not only to 
cause the Hitlerites tremendous 
losses in men and material, it means 
undermining their spirits and activ- 
ity. All the possibilities for this 
exist. The Soviet troops, steeled in 
the firg of battle, can no longer be 
daunted. They know how te smash 
the fascist wedges and pincer move- 
ments. 

“Soviet reserves are being brought 
into action, our best forces are 
coming to aid the front.”

NAZI THRUST FAILS 


“In the course of several days one 
of the Soviet units was defending 
the position on River B. The enemy 
attacking this sector of defense in 
concentrated bombing raids, threw 
a large number of tanks and in- 
fantry into the battle, accompanied 
by artillery fire. Only at the price 
of enormous losses did the enemy 
finally succeed in breaking into the 
depth of defense of the Soviet unit.

He re- 
ferred to “our convention” and 
made all the delegates arise and 
repeat aloud the Catholic version 
of “The Lord's Prayer,” even though 
a great number of those present 
were of other faiths.

As the cool reception to his ap- 
peasement message became evident, 
however, the Bishop contracted his 
prepared speech, which had been 
published in advance of his appear- 
ance at the convention, in the local 
Catholic paper.

Unfit Youth 


President Reveals 50% 
of Draftees Rejected 
for Ailments 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10 (UP), — 
President Roosevelt criticized the 
nation today for permitting condi- 
tions which have left 50 per cent 
of its youth unfit mentally or phy- 
sically for army service, and inaugu- 
rated a program to “salvage” 200,« 
000 of the 1,000,000 youths who have 
been rejected, 


Under the salvage program, the 
Federal Government will pay med- 


registrants whom local draft boards 
certify as susceptible to rehabilita- 
tion for army service, 

The army expects to accept vir- 
tually all of these 200,000 after they 
undergo treatment by family physi- 
cians or dentists at federal expense, 
Mr. Roosevelt said, 


Describing the salvage program 
as only the initial objective, Mr. 
Roosevelt said that existence of con- 
ditions which permit so high a rate 
of rejections is an indictment of 
America, 


LONG-RANGE PLAN 


He said he would launch a long- 
range program calling for coopera- 
tion of states, counties, cities, town- 
ships and individuals to remedy the 
conditions which are the underly- 
ing cause of the bad situation. 


He released statistics collected by 
Selective Service headquarters, 
showing that approximately 1,000,- 
000 men have been disqualified for 
army service because of physical, 
mental or educational conditions. 

Mr, Roosevelt was asked by what 
authority registrants could be com- 
pelled to undergo medical or dental 
treatment to prepare themselves 
physically for military service, He 
replied that when a registrant ap- 
pears before an examining board 
he is under the jurisdiction of that 
board and can be directed to under- 
go such treatment, 

Conjecturing that a majority of 
such persons would be willing and 
eager to receive free treatment, Mr. 
Roosevelt said that in cases of re- 
calcitrancy the registrant could be 
inducted into the army, placed un- 
der army orders and commanded 
to undergo treatment.

Panama Acts 
In Time 


® Kicking out the pro-Nazi gentleman who 
misused his office as President of Panama 
was a most timely and long-needed decision. 
The people of Panama have given an example 
of what should be done up and down the 
continent of Latin America. 


The American people can applaud the 
deed. It removes from the Panama Canal 
one of Hitler’s boldest schemes—the seizure 
and crippling of that vital naval passage. 


For there can be no doubt at all that 
Hitler’s agents, recently caught by Govern- 
ment police at the Canal, were advance-guard 
for a more direct invasion by sea. 


Berlin has been caught red-handed in one 
Latin American country after another, plot- 
ting armed coup d’etats. The military goal 
of these insurrections was the encirclement 
of the Panama Canal as part of the general 
plan for the encirclement of the United 
States as such. 


The Panama incident only adds new evi- 
dence, if any were needed, that the United 
States is at war with Hitler Germany. 

Persons who close their eyes to this real- 
ity and await formal declarations of war 
from Berlin are forgetting that Hitler doesn’t 
declare war. He wages war, taking advan- 
tage of legalistic illusions which his own 
agents are careful to foster. 


That so dangerous a pro-Nazi as the 


fleeing President Arias was able to reach 


high office in.Panama is due to the failure of 
the United States to encourage the progres- 
sive, democratic forces throughout Latin 
America. Active collaboration with the 
democratic forces in Latin America is now 
seen to be vital to the safety of this country. 


Panama’s action focusses attention on the 
swarm of Hitler agents and representatives 


which still infests Washington. 


Representatives of the Petain, Franco, 
and Mannerheim regimes—not to speak of 
Berlin’s embassy—are as fully a menace 
to our security as Arias wis. They are 
fifth column outlets. Why does the Gov- 
ernment delay kicking them out? Their 
expulsion is a military necessity of imme- 
diate urgency. 


A Victory for Negro Rights— 
And National Defense 


® Col. Charles B. Elliot, commander of the 
nation’s largest army camp at Fort Bragg, 
N. C., has been removed after his flagrant 
anti-Negro policies led to the needless death 
of a Negro and white soldier. 


This is an important victory of far-reach- 
ing consequences for the Negro people and 
thus for national defense. Col. Elliot func- 
tioned with an attitude of Bourbon contempt 
for the citizenship rights of Negro Amer- 
icans.. The raw segregation and jim-crowism 
which he enforced produced strife among the 
soldiers instead of unity and the lives of two 
were sacrificed in an outbreak which shamed 


the nation and gratified Hitler. 


The fact that Negro military police at 
Fort Bragg are to have equal authority with 
the white, and that some other discrimina- 
tory policies are to be eliminated is in keep- 
ing with the temper of progressive develop- 
ments in the South in recent years. It was 
the interests of the Southern Bourbons that 
Col. Elliot represented, not those of the 
Southern workers and liberals who are in- 
creasingly making common cause with the 
Negro people. 


Discrimination in any form against the 
Negro or any other minority in the armed 
forces breeds disunity and antagonism where 
unity is the most decisive need. It plays into 
the hands of the appeasers, weakens morale 
and serves as an impediment to full solidarity 
between the people and the armed forces.

Minority Parties from Ballot

(Special to the Daily Worker) 


PITTSBURGH, Oct. 10.—Seven 
judges handed down a shockingly 
unjust decision in this state on 
Monday in the case of the 30 men 
and women imprisoned here for their 
activity inplacing the Communist 
Party on the ballot last Fall. 

The decision, which upheld the 
ve t the lower court against 
every a ent of the defense, not 
only justified the frame-up in what 
laymen can only consider an iliega) 
fashion, it also took away the right 
ot minority parties to get on the 
ballot, 

It was class legislation at its 
worst in a day and time when na- 
tional unity is the imperative need. 

It was a decision which usurped 
the right of the state legislature to 
make the laws of the Common- 
wealth by adding words to the elec- 
tion code, 

It took the seven State Supericr 
Court judges five months to make 
up their minds, months during 
which 18 of those convicted were 
released after serving their sen- 
tences. 


In sweeping fashion, the court 
ruled: 
These still tn jell must te beet 
there. 


In the future, no minority party 
can get on the ballot in the state 
of Pennsylvania, especially the 
Communist Party, unless it can 
overcome almost insuperable ob- 
stacles. 

Only one point in the wordy, 32 
page opinion need be cited to show 
the court’s bias. That point is the 
deliberate shielding of unjudicial 
conduct by the trial judge in a 
manner which must be revolting to 
anyone who thinks of courts in 
wn en eee 


One of the arguments of defense 
counsel in asking for a new tria. 
was the fact that when a State's 
witness repudiated earlier testi- 
mony and declared that he had 
known he was signing a Communist 
nominating petition, the judge ad- 
dressed the witness in open court 
and asked: 

“Do you understand that you 
are committing perjury here?” 

That is in the record. When 


Judge J. Prank Graff, who re- 


ceived much of his legal experience 
acting as a judge advocate in court 
martials during the World Wars, 
certified the record for the appeal, 
he did not dispute it, nor did the 
Prosecutor, the Assistant District 
Attorney. 

For a judge to ask such a ques- 
tion of a witness, in open court, in 
the presence of defendants and 
jury and other witnesses, is clearly 
intimidation. The signers of the 
petition had been intimidated be- 
fore, when their names appeared in 
the Pittsburgh Press, when they re- 
ceived letters from the Dies Com- 
mittee ‘and visits from county de- 
tectives, when they were threat- 
enéd with loss of their jobs if they 
did not repudiate their signatures, 
when they came before the Grand 
Jury. But now, when one of these 
witnesses had decided to tell the 
truth, the judge bullied him. 


Such a question, asked in that 


manner, is a violation of the right | 


of fair trial. 


The rest of the opinion is based 
on the judges’ interpretation of the 
law and citation of precedente. 
Many points can and undoubtedly 
will be questioned by the defense 
counsel in the appeals to be taken 
to the State Supreme Court. An 
example is the citation of a case in- 
volving conspiracy to murder, The 
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court ruled that this could be ap- 
plied as a precedent to the election 
case which was supposed to be a 
conspiracy “against the freedom 
and purity of election.” 

The Court said that there wes 
“circumstantial” proof of conspiracy 
because the signature collection was 
well organized and because the 
many persons collecting solicited 
signatures in the same manner. 
This was not the conspiracy; the 
conspiracy to end the freedom of 
elections was entered into by the 
Pittsburgh Press, the Dies Com- 
mittee and the District Attorney's 
office when they collectively in- 
timidated the signers of the peti- 
tions into testifying falsely. 

But most important of all is the 
Superior Court’s interpretation of 
the election law. The Court ruled 
that signers of a minority party’s 
pettion must be “members, ad- 
herents or supporters” of the party. 
In a state where not so many years 
ago workers who were known to be 
Democratic voters were fired from 
their jobs, in a state where last 


right to put candidates on the bal- 
lot, this addition by the Court io 
the election code is tantamount to

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Has Hitler Won Any New ' 
Support Among the 
Wealthy Men of Europe?

ENERAL SHERMAN’S famous march to the sea was 


a strategic move intended to weaken the armies and 
productive resources of the South by cutting the con- 
federacy in two. 


The march succeeded and helped end the rebellion. 
But it is still remembered by Southern die-hards as a 
merciless devastation. If ever you wander South, don’t whistle “March- 
ing Through Georgia” on any Southern street. That is, if you value 
your health. — 

War is cruel and inhuman, and Sherman’s march was cruel. But 
the institution of slavery was even more cruel, a fact which Southern 
reactionaries prefer to smother in pink clouds of romance of “Gone 
with the Wind” variety. 


General Sherman was no Hitler, however. He destroyed all mili- 
tary stores in his path, but with a keen understanding of the political 
and social aspects of the war. 

In the orders issued to his generals and commanders before the 
march, General Sherman instructed them to confiscate or ge sues 4 only 
the stores and materials found on the larger plantations. 

Nothing taken from the small farmer or the working 1 
These, said General Sherman, were either neutral about the rebellion 
or pro-Northern sympathizers at heart. 


In thus making a class distinction between Southern rich and 
Southern poor, General Sherman, without having heard of Karl Marx, 
confirmed the brilliant analyses of the Civil War that mental giant 
was making three thousand miles from the scene. 


When Hitler invaded the Soviet Union, he also took into calcula- 
tion the world’s class forces, and schemed to manipulate them for 
his ends. He hoped to enlist great masses of sympathizers in Europe 
and America under the banner of his “sacred war on Bolshevism.” 

So far as the continent of Europe is concerned, this maneuver has 
proved a miserable dud. 


For the peoples of Europe the invasion of the Soviet Union has 
been a signal for revolt against Hitler. From the English Channel to 
the Black Sea, the imprisoned peoples are now smashing with heroic 
rage at their bars. With sabotage, assassination, boycott, guerrilla 
warfare and all the other weapons left to slaves, they have become 
a new menace to the bloody Nazi empire. 


As for the wealthy classes of Europe, has Hitler won any new sup- 
port among them? They had already split when their countries were 
seized by Hitler. A minority, infected with fears of “Bolshevism,” 
passed over to treason and fascism. These were the Quislings and 
Petains, ready to serve as Hitler's lieutenants. But Hitler has been 
stripping the well-to-do of France, Poland, Holland and other enslaved 
countries. Today the Quislings and Petains have little following among 
the well-to-do. Two years ago Hitler could have drawn tremendous 
support from them if he had invaded the Soviet Union. Today the 
wealthy classes even of Italy and Spain have little enthusiasm for 
Hitler’s anti-Communist war. They are bankrupt, almest in the posi- 
tion of the workers. Hitler has left — * to lose but their chains. 


No, there seems to be little peat support for Hitler's war among 
the wealthier classes of Europe or England. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury, for example, highest dignitary in 
the Chureh of England, has just given his blessing to the Soviet Union, 
and called for all possible aid to the Red Army. This attitude is popular 
among classes and masses of England, among religious and non- 
religious. 

Hitler’s “holy war” is fooling nobody in Bngland; but in the United 
States, where Hitler's bombs have not yet fallen, there is still some 
room for the fascists to maneuver. al 

Hitler’s “holy war“ has intensified the efforts of the Wall Street 
group of fascists, of the industrialists like Ford, the publicists like 
Hearst, the fascist elements in the government, the army and navy, 
and the Catholic hierarchs. 

Note well, however, that most of these “America Firsters” were 
as anti-Communist, anti-labor and pro-fascist before the invasion of 
the Soviet Union. Hitler has gained few new allies here. The majority 
of the well-to-do in America fear and hate him today a thousand 
times more than a year ago. He has spilled too much innocent blood, 
confiscated and destroyed too much property. He offers them nothing 
but national slavery, the lot of France or Poland. 

As for the wide masses of Americans it can be reported that the 
invasion of the Soviet Union has served to unite our working class. 

With almost complete unanimity, American labor, both CIO and 
AFL, organized and unorganized, left-wing and right-wing, Communist 
and anti-Communist has declared itself in favor of war on Hitler. 

This is an unprecedented thing; it was not true a year ago; and it 
is a symptom of the suicidal error made by Hitler when he sent his 
panzers into the Soviet Union. 

Let his spies here encourage him with reports of the intensified 
activities of his Lindberghs and Wheelers; but the mass meetings of 
America First are little but a duplication of meetings held by Father 
Coughlin and the Ku Klux Klan for some years. 

What is new in America, what the invasion of the Soviet Union 
has brought into being, has been a spontaneous rising of the American 
masses against Hitlerism. Here is a mighty tide that has only begun 
to mount. Here is a national crusade to erase the shame and horror 
of fascism. Here is the first national realization that America can 
no longer live while Hitler and his murderous legions still oppress

champion’s share of the money, etc. A sporting proposition, eh? 
Such a Series arrangement would be no more fantastic than is

“non-title” fight scheduled yesterday for Oct. 31 by Promoter 


Mike Jacobs between welterweight champion Freddy Cochrane and 
Ray Robirson, sensational undefeated young Negro fighter. 

It's about time fight fans put thumbs down on these phony “non- 
title“ matches in the only way possible—by refusing to pay their money 
to see them. Our position on the many positive contributions of Mike 
Jacobs in cleaning up the fistic game is well known. But in the present 
fenagling around with the lightweight and welterweight titles he is 
making a farce of the word champion. And whether by accident or 
design two sensational Negro fighters of championship caliber, Bob 
Montgomery and Robinson, are being given a grotesquely unfair 


runaround. 


Montgomery fought lightweight “champion” Lew Jenkins on 
the proviso that he come in over the lightweight limit of 135 


pounds, making it a “non-title” affair. 


Philadelphia Bob weighed 


in at 136 and gave Jenkins the worst beating the hard-hitting, 
night-clubbing Texan has ever absorbed, winning the decision 


unanimously. 


They lifted Bob’s hand after the fight as “the 
winner,” and had the delicacy to refrain from lifting Jankins’ 
at the “loser and still champion.” 


A goodly crowd saw the fight 


because it figured to be a good contest. That's why Jacobs 
schedules these attractive “non-title” fights that should be cham- 


pionship battles. 


Now Freddy Cochrane, fairly little known fighter who won the 
welterweight title because then-champion Fritzie Zivic didn’t bother 


to protect himself behind a non- title“ 


clause, is to face Robinson, 


one of his two logical foes (Montgomery is the second), without risking 


his crown. 


Usually these “non-title’ messes are worked by having 


one of the fighters come in over the weight limit of the division. In 
the case of Cochrane-Robinson, neither approaches the 145-pound 
welterweight limit without three sweaters, an overcoat and a pocket 


full of pebbles. 


So the ingenious Jacobs just calls it a 


“handicap 


match” and that means that the high principles of American sports- 
manship will be upheld if Robinson knocks Cochrane into the second 
row of the working press and Freddy is picked up and propped back 


on his throne.
